My. Dear Sir,—The enelosed copy ofa 
letter to the President of the Board of 
Trade of Winnipeg will, in part, answer 
your letter of the 11th of November. 

IThave no doubt whatever as to the 
truth of the pieture you draw of the con- 
dition of many of the farmers of the 
Northwest; but if you will enquire mto 
the situation of the farmers in Kansas, 
Dakota, Washington and past othec of 
the Western States, you will fimd that 
their situation is just as bad, if not much 


worse, and the same may be sad of the 
farmers in England Belgium, and a large 
part of France and 4ermany. They 
have had hard times b fore, but thing 
like the present. The financial si: uation 
is to. day about as bad as it has been at 


any time. There is an abundances of 
money in London, New York and the 
other Snancial centres, bus comtidence in 
everything shaken is so that those who 
hare money will net use it nor lend it. 
There ia nozspeculative market for wheat 


because money canto’ had tor carry- 
ing grain stocks. ‘Phe gram sepply im 
Eu of e is, geleraily, short, but ere 1S 
enough for present re quiromict Lou rh 
perhaps to last well towards the se of 
the wimter—-but when it is ¢ wusted, 
our wheat will be wanted: a until then

Ithink that an 
unduly Wide margin is being taken in 
sume cases at the present time. This 19 
one of the most ‘ditlicult question that 
the company has @ deal with, the buy- 
ers naturally holding that they know 
their own business best —that they can 
jedge the future of tle market aa well! 
asthe ralway company can, and know 
better than the coupany what risks they 
can afford to take We aro unceasingly 
using every means within our power to 
secure the payment of the highest price 
for wheatthat the market will afford, 
but because of the pani Ky feeling among 
the dealers, we have not inet with much 
euccess as yet. Theo courage of the buy- 
ers can hardly be capected to held up 
agains. a dropof acemt s bushel in the 
eastern tnarkets every few days 

Ir is quite impossible for a railway 
company to adjust I's rates ty the ups 
and downs in the price of commodities, 
and there is no more reason for doing it 
in the case of wheat than with other 
commodities. We flad by onpertene 
that the rates once reduced can neve be 
fully restored; fer the business of the 
country very quickly adjus.s ie 8 f to re- 
ducd iates, and when au pt is 
male to restora them, all sorts of dilfl- 
culties are ercott tere’.

The captein and some of the efficers went 
on there in the forenoon, but were net 
allowed to ge near the rockerica fer fear of 
Gisturbing the eeals, From the ship, how- 
ever, we get a very good view of the groups, 
and as the morning warmed up they became 
quite restieez.

A few yeura, 
when the Alaska Com:rercia! Company had 
the centract, it was allowed te kill one han- 
Gred thousand a yoar. 

Last Monday thero wae a “drive” ef 
seals for kiliing on Bt.

This iast ‘e 18 fees high, 
also thicker and heavier, weighing 74 tors. 

The temple ef Senyuj!, ci‘uated ina ho!- 
low aurreuaded by pice clad hille, psssesses 
interest as the barlal placeof tho Miksadosior 
6°0 years, tut thelr tombs were far less ex- 
peneive than these of some of the Sheguns, 
and vieitorssre net ailowel te sce ihem.

they are raised. 

Ia France alene s'x thousand acres ef land 
are extensively devoted to the cultivation 
of the teaz:l. French manafacturers ute 
annually nearly $2,000,000 werth of the 
prickly heats, and export during the same 
vertod upward ef 60,000 tons, valued at 
$2 590.000. When {sis coneidered that a 
teazel welghs net more than an erdinary 
burdecx the vast quantity exported can be 
realized in part. 

In sddition te the French orep, which ts 
the most bighly eeteemed, teasela are pro- 
duced in ¢normers quantities fa Austria, 
Eng'and, Belgium, Poland and the Crimea. 
Uctil recently they did rob grow eatis- 
fsctorily in the Ualted States, bat now they 
are quits extenalvely grown in Ozselia 
vounty, New York Stato, and possibly else- 
where, avd it fs eald return a fair prefis te 
the cultivator for the outlay of meney.
